The tfuftatanding feature of his message read to both houses 


of Congress vas hia appeal'that those who do the daily labor of 
the world "obtain progressive improvement inj the conditions of 
their labor, be made happier and be served better by the com- 
munities and the industries which their labors sustains and ad- 
vances."

The new interest between Capital and labor, he said, can be 


made operative and manifest only in a new organization of indus- 
try, and he urges business men and workers to "seek and sin- 
cerely adopt a common purpose" toward that end. 


Regretting his inability to be present and,his lack of famii- 


liarity with domestic conditions owing to, the "duty" which keeps 
him at the peace conference, the President, in making his recom- 
mendations declares they must of necessity be "only in genera! 
terms." Hdtwever, he specifically told Congress that, he will re- 
turn the telegraph and telephone lines as soon as the "re-transfer 
can be effected without administration confusion", and the rail- 
roads, he said, will be handed over to their owners at the end ot 
the calendar year. 


"It is clearly desirable in the public interests" he said, "that 


some legislation should be considered which may tend to make 
of these indisensable instrumentalities (wire lines and railroads) 
a uniform and co-ordinated system," that those who use them 
may be insured certain means of country-wide communication ac 
uniform and intelligible rates. 


These recommendations, however, had been looked for. The

the world "obtain progressive improvement inj the conditions of 
their labor, be made happier and be served better by the com- 
munities and the industries which their labors sustains and ad- 
vances."

The new interest between Capital and labor, he said, can be 


made operative and manifest only in a new organization of indus- 
try, and he urges business men and workers to "seek and sin- 
cerely adopt a common purpose" toward that end. 


Regretting his inability to be present and,his lack of famii- 


liarity with domestic conditions owing to, the "duty" which keeps 
him at the peace conference, the President, in making his recom- 
mendations declares they must of necessity be "only in genera! 
terms." Hdtwever, he specifically told Congress that, he will re- 
turn the telegraph and telephone lines as soon as the "re-transfer 
can be effected without administration confusion", and the rail- 
roads, he said, will be handed over to their owners at the end ot 
the calendar year. 


"It is clearly desirable in the public interests" he said, "that 


some legislation should be considered which may tend to make 
of these indisensable instrumentalities (wire lines and railroads) 
a uniform and co-ordinated system," that those who use them 
may be insured certain means of country-wide communication ac 
uniform and intelligible rates. 


These recommendations, however, had been looked for. The 


promised "surprice" of the President's message lay in his recom- 
mendation to congress to repeal or amend the war-time prohibi- 
tion act.
